AlSfl^RlCAN trade continues to play 
1W! tote in the war of the in- 
tiocent bystander, widi 0te>ift^al luifp^ 
Wnste results to itself. Tfis tarSioBiif 
illustrates this aptly. Ac- 
cording to figures publish- 
ed late in April, J^j ships 
were captured since the be- 
ginning of the war by the 
fleets of Britain and France. Of 
13 were of neutral nations, 5 of rflttM 
American. The detention of these for 
the exasperating deliberation of I'tv 
British prize courts has been very trying 
to the Amnrieaii mttehanb involved. Oft 
May 3, the Bdtiih Embassy at Washing' 
Km issued a statement to British consuls 
throu|;honi the United States with in- 
structions "deigned to facilitate Amer- 
ican trade with neutral nations." Inter- 
ference by allied warshiira with cargoes 
not under thcs ban Great Britain's 
'blockade Order in CotnicU may be guard- 
ed against, says the statement, if shippers 
give notice to British consuls of the exact 
character of cargoes so that the London 
Government may Emott' before ships reach 
European waters. German or Austrian 
goods that were purchased and paid for 
before March ist, may be sent from a 
neutral port to the United States without 
interference.

IT has been one of the largest assets of 
our intercourse with the Orient that
